LOW FOG CAUSES BIG 
CRAFT'S ACCIDENT ON

TAMPA, Fla., March 
18—(/P>— 
Ten men were killed and four in- 
jured early today when 
B-29 


from the Spokane, Wash., atrbase 
crashed and burned on landing at 
MacDill Field here. 


The four survivors were admit- 
ted to the Base Hospital. 
Their 
condition was described as "good. 


The bomber was coming in for 
a landing in a dense fog when it 
hit the edge of the runway at the 
southwest corner of the field, 
it 
was reported by Capt. George G. 
Byrnes, 
MacDill Field public in- 


formation officer. 


The big craft hit the ground, and 
bounced once and then 
crashed 
and burned. Wreckage was scat- 
tered over a wide area. 


Fog Hugging Ground 


Fog was rolling in from the bay 
and hugging the ground about 150 
feet thick, Capt. Byrnes said. Ap- 
parently it was impossible to pick 
out the runway quickly. 
The plane had stopped at Max- 
wel Filed 
(Montgomery, 
Ala.) 
and was arriving at Tampa from 
that base. It was attached to the 
92nd bomb squadron at Spokane. 
The crash occurred at 2: 32 a. m. 
The MacDill Field accident board 
began an immediate investigation 
The injured men were listed as 
first Lt. Roy M. Walsh, believed 
to have been the pilot; First Lt. 
R. H. Hathaway, Staff Sgt. C. C. 
Miller and Corp. J. 
M. Miller. 
Their home addresses were not im- 
mediately available. 
Names of the dead were 
with- 
held pending notification of next 
of kin.

CHICAGO, March 18—(ff)—Meat 
supplies dwindled and price boosts 
In the retail markets appeared In 
prospect today as President Tru- 
man's new board of inquiry push- 
ed -Its investigation of the nation- 
wide meat strike.

pedite the report on the wage dis- 
pute to Mr. Truman. The report 
on the strike by 100.000 CIO meat 
packing workers Is due April 1 
Strike-In 3rd Day

Meanwhile, as the strike against 
about 140 packing plants across 
the country entered its third day, 
shipment of animals to markets 
were about one-third as many as 
a week ago. 
Prices In the wholesale markets 
clntlnued to rise as i the work stop- 
page cut in half the nation's meat 
production.

retail meat prices have Increased 
from one to five cents a

since last weekend.

Society Helps 
Russian DP's 
Reach America

The threadbare young Russian 


stood before the desk in the Tol- 
stoy Foundation in New York, sis 
month* after he first reached there 
from a displaced persons camp in 
Italy. He was one of millions of 
Soviet? who had been seized as 
prisoners of war or forced labor 
and who neither wanted to 
nor 
dared to go back home, He was 
one of several hundred whom the 
Tolstoy Foundation has helped to 
reach the United States. 


On that first day in the Founda- 
tion office flte face had shone with 
happiness. 
Today tears coursed 


slowly down his face; his rough 
hands knotted beneath his skim- 
py sleeves. 


"They wouldn't let me into the 


American army, because of my 
eyes," he was saying in swift 
Russian.

Texas Today

A couple of Wichita ?alls, Texas, 
citizens once lived In two states 
and one territory without moving 
out of their homes.

Hannah was born in Mangum, 
Texas, Feb. 29, 1896. Mangym was 
a little cowtown settlement of 600 
persona between the north and 
south forks of the Red River. 
Changed to Oklahoma, 


Sixteeen days after Hannah was 


bc.'n, the U. S. Supreme Court ruled 
that the south fork, not the north 
fork, of the Red River was the true 
northern boundary of the State of 
Texas. Thus 
Greer ' county, of 


which Mangum waa 
the 
county 


seat, was severed from Texas. 
By act of Congress In May, 1896, 
Greer county became a part of the 
Oklahoma territory. 
On Nov. 16, 1907, the Oklahoma 


territory was made a state*. Han- 
nah and Dodson, who too had resid- 
ed In Mangum, now became Okla- 
homans. 
Elmer says that maps of what 
are now Texas'and Oklahoma were 
too poor in the early 1800's. That 
when Spain and the United States 
signed a treaty in 1819 giving all 
the tsrrltory north of the Red River 
and eaat of the 100th meridian to 
the United States, no one know 
there was ft fork in the Red River. 
The treaty, 
therefore, 
did not 


specify which fork was the north- 
ern boundary of Spanish territory, 
Into Texas Again, 


Not until 1852 was the North 


ForK of the river discovered and 
several years later a resurvey of the 
region was attempted, Elmer says; 
on the belief that the forks, ac- 
tually lay inside of what Is now the 
Texas Panhandle, rather than east 
of it. 
Title to the land south of the 
Red River passed from Spain to 
Mexico to the Republic of Texas 
and finally to the State of Texas. 
Alarmed at the possibility of los- 
ing a million and a half acres of 
land, the Texas Legislature creat- 
ed Greer County out of the dis- 
puted territory Feb. 8, I860, and set 
up a civil government in the coun- 
try,The Civil War stopped further 
action and for years the region re- 
mained unsettled.

There is ao religious term which 


Is more frequently on the lips of 
modern mon and women than the 
term "the Kingdom of God." Even 
those who profess but little relig- 
ious conviction or church Interest 
use the term to describe the high- 
est aspiration toward which hu- 
manity presses. 
Dally 
millions 
pray, "Thy Kingdom Com*." Most 
people Identify the Kingdom with 
projects of human betterment, but 
the Bible makes It plain that we 
need expect no permanent benefit 
to accrue to humanity until the 
heart of man Is changed. All last- 
ing improvement involves not pri- 
marily a change of circumstances 
but a change of persons. 
Prophets Never Welcomed 


The International Sunday School 
Lesson for today deals with 
the 


Kingdom of God. It Is fitting that 
we should study It on Palm Sun- 
day when the Church throughout 
the world Is thinking of Christ as 
King. The waving of palm branch- 
es and the singing of 
beautiful 


hymns 
and 
anthems 
are 
not 


enough. Citizenship in the King- 
dom of God requires a great deal 
more than that; and that the pas- 
sage of Scripture with which the 
Lesson today deals tells us what 
these requirements are. 


In the scene in the synagogue at 
Nazareth, we observe the Great 
Teacher Himself setting forth 
a 
lesson on the Kingdom In His Ini- 
mitable way. Longing and loyalty 
for Nazareth the town where h« had 
spent his boyhood, had lured the 
footsteps of Jesus back again to 
this region of countless memories. 
Nevertheless, as he - crossed 
the 


hills that surrounded the town of 
Nazareth, his heart was burdened 
with the consciousness that "No 
prophet Is acceptable In his own 
country." But misunderstanding 
would not deter him. He entered 
the village and straightway be- 
took Himself to the synogx 
Christ and Church-Going 


If anybody had a right to say, 


"I'm not going to church today; 
the service. 
But -we read 
that 
the minister hopelessly dry and 
commonplace," it was the Great 
Teacher Himself. He had nothing 
to learn from the dusty-brained 
ritualists of the synagogue, 
and 


His exquisite spirit must often have 
been wrung by the barrenness of 
the service. 
But we read that 


church-going- wag Christ's custom 
on the Sabbath Day, a fact for 
every modern Christian to ponder 
thoughtfully. 


The message He Himself deliv- 
ered that day was soul stirring, 
"The 
Spirit of the Lord is upon 


me, because He hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to tho poor." 
He had a gospel for the poor, for 
the oppressed, for the limited, for 
the suffering and for the handi- 
capped. On that memorable day In 
Nazareth Jesus startled His con- 
gregation by announcing that He, 
their old neighbor, the Carpenter, 
fulfilled the condition portrayed by 
Isaiah and was the Ruler of the 
Kingdom of God. 
Nature of the Kingdom 
But what is the kingdom like? 
It is like seed, and this seed grows, 
not by its own power, but through 
power 
inherent In the soil 
in 
which it is planted. 
Into 
the 


growth of the kingdom goes more 
than the seed itself. Time, soil and 
sun, moisture and air, and all the 
mysterious influences 
of 
nature, 
cause a tree to grow. No man can 
take credit for the progress of a 
plant; he may contribute, but at 
best he is a mere co-operator. So 
it is with the kingdom. The word 
Is planted, often In timidity 
and 


self-depreciation, by preacher, Sun- 
day school teacher, parent, writer, 
or friend. 


The sower> part is to sow In pa- 
tience, leaving to nature the rest. 
Who can measure all tho agencies 
of heaven and earth that combine 
to make a saint? We can check 
up, to a decree, upon the influen- 
ces of godly heredity, of a favor- 
able religious environment, of an 
aptitude for spirituality, and 
of 
the chastening effects of adversi- 
ty: yet, after all, the creation of 
Christian 
character, 
remains a 


mystery, to be explained only by 
heavenly Influences. Paradoxically, 
It may even be said that 
the 
strength of the kingdom is In the 
weakness of its members, and their 
trusting dependence upon a Power 


J behind themselves. Just common 
I Christians, such as the folk 
who 
write these words and read them

School Parent-Teacher Association 
.Tuesday afternoon. In her Intro- 
ductory remarks, Mrs. Bule stated 
that the mother In the home has 
the first chance to train and influ- 
ence the child, and she character- 
ized the home as the first state, 
•the first church 
and 
the 
first 


school. 


Burns' "Cotter's Saturday Night" 
gives a description of the Chris- 
tian home at Its best, the speaker 
stated, revealing 
that 
although 


snow-bound the family engaged in 
games, stories, Bible reading and 
prayer. 


Reading was mentioned as 
an 
outstanding Influence in the life 
of a child. An evil thought in print 
is first received by the child hes- 
itatingly, and then 
questionably, 
but not for many times, the speak- 
er pointed out, as he endures, then 
pities, and then embraces it, just 
as he does In other forms of evil. 
Much of the literature for children 
has been mediocre in quality and 
trite In content, but there has been 
a vast Improvement In the last 
generation, the speaker declared. 
, "The Robe" bv Lloyd C. Douglas 
and "Behold. Your King" by 
F. 
A. M. Bauer, two best sellers, as 
examples of the fact that human 
hearts still yearn for spiritual en- 
richment In their reading." 
Radio Programs 


|T Mrs. Bule questioned the moth- 
* ers as to radio programs, and sta- 


ted that some were good and some 
were bad for children. 
She cau- 


tioned the mothers about crime 
stories and stated that they con- 
tributed to juvenile delinquency. 


Conversation in the home influ- 


ences the child, Mrs. Bule pointed 
out, as she urged parents to en- 
gage in worthwhile discussions In- 
stead of encouraging quarrelsome 
cessions that will affect them 
in 


future life. Make conversations in 
the home constructive and inter- 
esting, she advised PTA members. 
Teach the child tolerance above 
all things, Impressing upon 
him 
that there Is good qualities In all 
peoples, the speaker recommended. 
Teach the child to read and mem- 
orize the great truths of the Bible, 
giving emphasis to the facts that 
God loves children but dislikes sin, 
and that a child must reverence 
God and not fear him, Mrs. Bule 
advised.Respect foi- Pastor 


A child should be taught to have 


respect and admiration for 
the 


pastor, as he is a man of know- 
ledge, one who will help and guide 
youth, and is human and not my- 
sterious, 
the 
speaker declared. 


The value of the church and 
the 


need for salvation 
and 
church 


training were stressed. 


Before a youth 
Is 
twenty-one 
years of age, Mrs. Bule asserted 
that he should know that a man's 
habits are mighty hard to change 
after he Is twenty-one: that the 
harvest depends upon 
the 
seed 


sown; that things worthwhile re- 
i quire time, patience and 
work; 
that he cannot get something for 
nothing; and what Mother wants 
done is right; that Dad isn't an 
old 
fogy ' after all; more of the 


helpful and inspiring messages of 
the Bible.

When preparing the child in the 


home for church life, the speaker 
said that emphasis must be given I 
to the physical, mental, social and I 


spiritual phases of life. Without 
Jhyslcal training, there will be no 
lealth; without mental 
training, 


ihere will be no progress intellec- 
tually; without attention to social 
activities, one may become a social 
hermit, 
and 
without 
spiritual 


training, one may develop into a 
brute or a criminal, the speaker 
pointed out. The well-balanced 
life will Include the four phases of 
training, she said. 
In conclusion, the speaker ad- 


vised 
that 
parents do not need 


money, social position or 
other 
advantages to raise a truly Chris- 
tian family, but advised that they 
do need constant communion with 
Go<! both in training and practice.
